The ordinantr also gives the 

Chief power to install or remove 
traffic signal devices without 
further authority from the City 
Council, and to enforce their di­ 
rections.

He has other and full power to 
do as he chooses.

He also may install stop signs 
and otherwise control traffic at 
his discretion. *

So. dear reader, watch your 
step, and don't be surprised if 
the signs are changed from day 
to day as the City Council has 
delegated the authority to one 
man to change them as he feels 
It necessary.

Under terms of the ordinance, 
the Chief of Police can make a 
law, designate a regulation or 
require you to do this or to do 
that with your car. And if you 
do not, he can send you to Jail 
for 90 days or have, you fined 
$300.

You ought to read that ordi­ 
nance.

(Editor's note: Nothing Halrt 
here I* Intended a* urging you 
to disregard the law; on th'- 
contrary we n*k you to obey 
the law. We do feel, however, 
that too much authority haw 
been delegated to one man In 
thl* ordinance. No. 446, that 
It whonlri bo repealed, and the 
authority to Install signals, 
tlgna, and otherwise regulate 
traffic restored to the City 
Council or to a Comml*ftion of 
at leant five prudent and Ju­ 
dicious citizens).

Its budget for 
the year lit $119,000, and is to be 
spent as follows:
